ST. MICHAELS RESERVATION, 


Secretary Alger Issues Regulations 
for the Government Thereof... 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Secretary 
Alger has issued regulations governing 
the use and occupation of lands within 
the limits of the military reservation of 
St. Michaels, Alaska. The regulations 
are substantially as follows: 

Applications for permission to con- 
duct legitimate business enterprises 
must be accompanied by testimonials 
of good character and standing, recit- 
ing the nature of the business to be 
conducted; the location, as nearly as 
possible, on unoccupied land, within the 
reservation; the area of land necessary; 
number and character of buildings, 
etc., to be erected, and probable date 
when occupancy is to be commenced 
and terminated. Those located on this 
reservation at the time the reservation 
was made will in like manner present 
their applications for permits. The per- 
mit will authorize the grantees to 
maintain the specified business, and 
none other, at the places named. The 
permit will not be negotiable, and will 
be of no value or effect until presented 
to, and recorded by, the commanding 
officer of Fort St. Michaels and the lo- 
cation staked out by him. It will not 
be transferable without the approval of 
the Secretary of War, except where 
both parties to the transfer are on the 
ground and one desires to dispose of his 
interest, in which event the command- 
ing officer for St. Michaels may author- 
ize the transfer. It will give no right 
or title to ownership of lands, and is 
revocable at the will of the Secretary 
of War. Occupants under these per- 
mits will be subject at all times to such 
police regulations as may be imposed 
from time to time by the commanding 
officer of Fort St. Michaels or higher 
authority. 

In case of naturally constructed 
landings, sites for buildings or ship- 
yards, no monopoly will be given to 
any person or corporation, and no per- 
mit will be construed to do this, and 
all disagreements between holders of 
permits will, after a hearing by him, 
be settled by the commanding officer of 
Fort St. Michaels. No sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in the reservation will be 
allowed, but this prohibition shall not 
include light wines or beer. 

It is to be undefstood that these per- 
mits are issued subject to any subse- 
quent legislation of Congress. Provis- 
ion is made for reserving sufficient 
lands for the post at St. Michaels, and 
for the modification and termination of 
permits. 


Artificial Respiration. 


ST. PAUL, Nov. 12.—Miss Mathilda 
Anderson, a young woman who has 
been kept alive at the City Hospital 
for six weeks by artificial respiration, 
died late last night of congestion of 
the lungs. For forty-two days the 
nurses and physicians of the hospital 
have been filling her lungs with air 
by artificial means, at first by rais- 
ing and lowering the arms, and when 
that became painful by operating on 
the chest. By this method, however, 
the Jungs were partially filled at best,

The plan proposed is for the counties 
of New York, Kings, Queens, Rich- 
mond, Suffolk, Westchester, Orange, 
Putnam, Columbia, Dutchess, Ulster, 
Green, Rockland, Albany, Rensselaer 
and parts of Schoharie, to be formed 
into one State with a population of 
8,902,220, as compared with 2,631,123 for 
the forty-four remaining counties.

The remaining counties left to com- 
prise the State of New York would 
make a State the sixth largest in the 
Union, exceeded only in population by 
Pennsylvania, Manhattan, Illinois, 
Ohio and Missouri.

PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMATION. 


Discriminating Duties Suspended on 
Mexican Vessels in Ballast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The Presi- 
dent today issued the following proc- 
lamation: | 

“By the President of the United 
States—A proclamation: Whereas, sat- 
isfactory proof has been given me that 
vessels of the United States in ballast, 
which proceed to Mexico with the ob- 
ject of devoting themseives to pearl 
fishery and fishing on the Mexican 
coasts, or for the purpose of receiving 
and carrying passengers and mail, cr 
loading cattle, wood vr. any other 
Mexican product, and which shall go 
directly to ports open tu general com- 
merce, so thence they may be dis- 
patched to their destinations, and 
steam vessels of the United States are 
exempted from tonnage duties in 
Mexican ports. 

“Now, therefore, I, William McKin- 
ley, President of the Uniied States of 
America, by virtue of the authority 
vested in me by the act of Congress 
approved July 14, 1897, entitled ‘An act 
to authorize the Presiderit to suspend 
discriminating duties imposed on for- 
eign vessels and commerce,’ do hereby 
declare and proclaim that from and 
after the date of this, my proclamation, 
Mexican vessels in ballast which pro- 
ceed to the United States with the 
object of fishing on the coast thereof, 
or for the purpose of receiving and 
carrying passengers Or mail, or of 
loading cattle, wood, or any other 
pywpduct of the United States, and 
which shall go directly to ports open 
to general commerce so that thence 
they may be dispatched to their des- 
tination, and Mexican steam vessels 
shall be exempted from the payment 
of the tonnage duties imposed by sec- 
tion 4219 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States. And this proc- 
lamation shall remain in force and ef- 
fect until otherwise ordered by the 
President of the United States. 

“In witness whereof, I have set my 
hand and caused the geal of the 
United States to be hereunto affixed. 

“Done at the city of Washington, 
this 12th day of November, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and of the in- 
dependence of the United States one 
hundred and twenty-second.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The third 
session of the experts on seal life was 
held at the State Department today, all 
of the representatives of the United 
States, Canada and Great Britain being 
in attendance except Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, who spent the morning in vis- 
iting the Catholic University. Mr. 
Adams, First Secretary of the British 
Embassy, took his place as the diplo- 
matic representative of the Canadian 
government. The effort is maintained 
to keep the proceedings strictly secret 
at this stage. 

During today’s conference a series of 
propositions was presented by the 
American representatives covering the 
number and habits of seals and the ex- 
tent to whfth the seal herd had been 
reduced during the five years in which" 
the Paris treaty had been in operation. 
In turnthe British-Canadian represént- 
atives presented counter-propositions 
covering their view of the same sub- 
ject. The propositions differed consid- 
erably, but were not.so wide apart as 
to lead to the belief that they could not 
be reconciled. 

It is expected that when the session 
is resumed tomorrow the experts will 
be able to reach a common understand- 
ing. The propositions do not embody 
any diplomatic features, but are solely 
scientific, as to the number, habits 
and destruction of the seals. After the 
experts have reconciled their proposi- 
tions, the ‘diplomats will begin to con- 
sider the large subject of providing an 
ee remedy against seal destruc- 

on. 


THE RECIPROCITY ARRANGE- 
MENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Definite 
arrangements have been made for tak- 
ing up the subject of a reciprocity 
treaty between the United States and 
Canada, and to this end meetings have 
been fixed between John W. Kasson, 
who is especially delegated by Presi- 
dent McKinley to conduct reciprocity 
negotiations, and Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
the Canadian Premier, and Sir . Louis 
Davies, Minister of Marine. This is the

ence held yesterday between Secretary 
Sherman and Sir Wilfred. The meet- 
ing will be held during the present visit 
of the Canadian officials, but no exact 
time for it has yet been fixed, as this 
will depend somewhat upon the time 


ment of pending questions: There were— 
no toasts and no speeches at the din- | 
ner, but at its conclusion the Canadian 
guests accompanied the President and 
his Cabinet advisers to the Blue Room, 
where a wholly informal and personal 
exchange of views occurred. They were 
on the same friendly lines as those at 


| the formal conference between the Sec- 


retary of State and Sir Wilfred earlier 
in the day, and the general sentiment 
prevailed that the present time was op- 
portune for more cordial intercourse 
between this country and Canada. The 
announcement of the meetings with Mr. 
Kasson, followed. 

In view of these meetings it is pointed 
out that. much misapprehension exists 
as to the preferences which the Cana- 
dian tariff law gives to Great Britain. 
The law makes no mention of Great 
Britain. It has two schedules, maxi- 
mum and minimum. 

At present Great Britain enjoys the 
minimum rates, but the same are open 
to all other countries, the United States 
included, and there is nothing in the 
law which contemplates giving Great 
Britain the exclusive benefits of these 
lower rates. It is understood to be the 
view of the Canadian officials that the 
markets of the United States and Can- 
ada are so closely connected geograph- 
ically that it is essential that the ¢ - 


markets thousands of miles distant. 
This, it is said, implies no undue ben- 
efits or discriminations toward. the 
United States or Great Britain, but 
merely a recognition of business con- 
ditions.

The Sheriff, assisted by sev- 
eral deputies, guarded him in the 
*Courthouse.

Robbers in Woman's Garb Stop 
the St. Louis Mail, 


Great Show of Bravado bat 
No Booty Taken. 


Conductor and Brakeman Fired 
Upon—The Miscreants Made a& 
Mistake in the Train—Express 
Messenger Robbed. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Nov. 12.—The 
St. Louis limited night express on the 
Misscuri Pacific road, which left Kan- 
sas City at 19:45 o'clock tonight, was 
held up three miles east of Independ- 
ence, Mo., by five masked men, who . 
flagged the train with red lanterns. It 
is said the fobbers secured nothing. 
The train proceeded on its way. The 
scene.of the hold-up is within a mile ot 
the famous Blue Cut, in which so many 
robberies on the Chicago and Alton 
road have taken place. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 12.—The Mis- 
souril Pacific passenger train, known as 
the St. Louis fast mail, which leaves — 
Kansas City at 9 o’clock in the evening, 
was held up by five masked robbers at 
9:30 o’clock tonight at the Chicago and 
Alton crossing, just east of Independ- 
ence, Mo., and less than a mile from 
the famous Biue Cut, in which three 
train-robberies have occurred within 
the past year. 

Two.of the robbers were disguised as 
women, and when the engineer saw 
them swinging a lantern across the 
tracks, an apparent signal of danger, 
he did not hesitate to stop. The engine 


| crew was immediately covered with re- _ 


volvers. Conductor Dennis O’Brien 
and Brakeman Michael stepped off to 
see what was the matter, and were 
greeted by a volley of bullets, which 
caused the greatest confusion in the 
passenger coaches. . 
The conductor and brakeman 
compelled to cut the express and beg? 
gage cars from the -rest_of the t 
and the engineer and fireman wer? 
made to get down from their cab, 
The robbers quickly jumped aboard ' 
took the engine and express car about 
two miles further east, where they 
stopped and compelled Express Mess 
senger Williams to open his car. He of« 
fered no resistance, as he carried no 
treasure. 

The robbers had evidently intended 
to stop the St. Louis limited night ex- 
press, which leaves Kansas City at a 
late hour, and were greatly surprised 
upon discovering that the cars which 
they had captured contained nothing 
of value. In their rage they pounced 
upon the express messenger and went 
through his pockets, but $2.85 was all 
that they secured. “After this they 
quickly left the train and disappeared 
in the darkness. 

After a delay of over an hour the 
train was got together again and was 
started on its journey. The County 
Marshal and his men were on the scene 
of the robbery very soon afterward, but 
there is every probability that the rob- 
bers were safely in Independence or 
Kansas City before any effort was 
made to capture them. 

All reports agree that the robbers 
were deliberate in their movements, 
and that they were no new hands at 
the business. Several of them were 
armed with Winchesters. Three other 
train-robberies have occurred in that 
vicinity within the last thirteen months, 
The theory of the county officers is 
that the gang has its headquarters in 
the “Cracker Neck” district, just east 
of Independence. The Blue Cut dis- 
trict was first made famous by the no- 
torious James gang, who committed the 
first robbery in that vicinity at Glen- 
dale in 1870, securing $35,000. The hold- 
up tonight is the seventh committed 
within a radius of four or five miles. 


"MUSHROOM POISONING. 


Department of Agriculture Stirred 
Up by Count Vecchi’s Death. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—At fre- 
quent intervals the Department of Ag- 
riculture is forced to issue circulars 
warning people of the danger of eating 
mushrooms unless they are positive as 
to the edible qualities of the fungi. Two 
days ago Count Achilles de Vecchi, @ 
distinguished Italian nobleman, secured 
from a farmer some mushrooms. The 
Count has made a special study of the 
jJocal fungi, and he was positive the 
mushrooms submitted to him were fit 
to eat. He prepared a breakfast, to 
which he invited a friend, and both ate 
heartily of the mushrooms. Within twa 
hours the Count lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, and late last night he died 
with unmistakable evidences of mush- 
room poisoning. His friend, a govern- 
ment clerk, barely escaped death. 

This tragedy, coupled with the fact 
that the Count claimed to be an ex- 
pert on mushrooms, has impelled Secre- 
tary Wilson to prepare a special bulle- 
tin on mushrooms, in which he will 
warn the people that to eat these fu 
without the examination of a compe- 
tent scientific opinion as to their char- 
acter is to risk death in a terrible form. 
The Secretary proposes to illustrate his 
bulletin with cuts, showing the charac- 
teristics of the poisonous and non-pois- 
onous varieties. 

Count de Vecchi was one of the no- 
tabilities of the capital. He was 6ft. 
4in. high, and weighed over 300 pounds. 
Before leaving Italy he was wounded 
at the battle of Solferino, and during 
the civil war in this country com- 
manded Vecchi’s Battery, a famous ar- 
tillery organization. It was the pride of 
his life that he was the bearer of the 
message from Garibaldi to Abraham 
Lincoln, in which the Itallan liberator 
offered his sympathy and services to 
the American emancipator.

HEROES OF SARAN-SAR. | 


LIEUT. MecINTYRE’S LITTLE BAND 
DIKD MOST GALLANTLY. 


Would not Abandon Their Wounded 
Comrades and Were Picked Off 
One by One by Indian Bullets, 
Court of Inquiry to Investigate 
the Reconnoissance,

SIMLA, Nov. 12.—[By Indian Cable.] 
The Viceroy of India, the Earl of Elgin, |

tains. This.survivor says that when 
the leutenant found himself isolated 
he dispatched him for aid, as the small 
party was hampered by the wounded 
and would not desert them. ? 

The rest of the sad tale will never 
be known, but as shown by the. dis- 
patch of yesterday Lieut. McIntyre and 
his handful of men sacrified their lives 
for their wounded comrades, the posi- 
tions in which the bodies were found 
showing that they died bravely, fight- 
ing to the last. The enemy was afraid 
to rush upon the little band, the dis- 
patches say, but shot at them from 
points of vantage until every man of 
the British detachment was killed. 

A full representation of the Orakzais

A FURIOUS JUDGE. 


Charles D. Collins Fails to Appear 
Against Martin Ensley. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 12.—Martin Ensley 
of Memphis, Tenn., was brought up for 
trial today before Judge Hirsel at Clay- 
ton, the county seat of St. Louis 
county, on the charge of assault with 
intent to kill Charles D. Collins at 
Meramec Highlands last June. He is 
also charged with stealing $6000 from 
Collins, and robbery was alleged to be 
the motive for the assault. Judge 
Thomas B. Harvey of St. Louis ap- 
peared for Ensley, and O'Neill Ryan 
will assist County Attorney Hiornden 
in prosecuting. 

When the case was‘called, Collins was 
not on hand, and Judge Hirsel was fu- 
.rious. He issued a bench warrant and 
subpoenas for Collins’s arrest, and 
after adjourning court until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, sent out all his depu- 
ties to find the plaintiff and bring him 
in. At the Franklin Hotel, where Col- 
lins had been stopping, it was thought 


that he had left the city last night. 
Judge Hirsel said: : 
“It is an outrage that this man 


should not be here, and I shall see to 
it that he is brought here and made 
to testify. The charge against Ensiey 
will not be dropped under any circum- 
stances. If Collins cannot be found to- 
day, I shall continue the case until the 
next, arid so on, until the man-is found, 
or until it develops: that he has left 
the State. In case -he has gone away, 
the trial against Ensley will go on just 
the same with the witnesses now before 
me, the charge being changed to as- 
sault with intent to kill.” He contin- 
ued: “When Collins is brought before 
me, I shall fine him for contempt.” 
When Millionaire Holden built the 
Hollenden Hotel in. the Forest 
City, Collins was made manager, 
with a part interest, and there he man- 
aged to save some money. With this 
he bought the Duncan House’ Nash- 
ville. While in the South Collins be- 
came acquainted with Martin Ensley, 
son of the well-known Col. Enoch Ens- 
ley, Who was regarded as one of the 
richest men in that section. When Col- 
lins finally sold the Nashville Hotel he 
asked Ensle¥ to accompany him to St. 
Louis to try his luck at the fair- 
grounds race track. To this end he 
purchased a couple of horses and was 
negotiating for others at the time of the 
assault. 
Collins and Engley roomed at the 
Lindell Hotel. Monday night, June 15, 
the latter proposed a trip on the electric 
cars, and the two finally reached Mera- 
mec Highlands. It was in the grounds 
surrounding the hotel that the assault 
was committed. Ensley, Collins stated 
at the time, stepped behind him and 
struck him on the head with a hammer. 
The Tennesseean denied his guilt, and 
claimed that two men assaulted Collins, 
and that-he was also attacked and fied 


in fear of his life.

SOVEREIGN DEPOSED. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR CHOOSE 
ANOTHER MASTER. 


Henry A. Hicks of New York City 
Will Fill the Place Made Va- 
cant by the Former, 


THREE OTHER OFFICERS OUT. 


CHANGES WHICH WILL SURPRISE 
' LABOR CIRCLES GENERALLY. 


The Retirement of These Men Said 
to Be the Outcome of Amicable 
Understandings—Address of 
the Ex-Leader, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Nov. 12.—James 
R. Sovereign, who has been General 
Master Workman of the Knights of 
Labor for the past four years or more, 
was this afternoon reitevee of his of- 
fice by the general assembly, which 
has been in session in this city since 
Monday last. Under ordinary condi- 
tions Sovereign’s term of office would 
not expire until the next meeting. 
This, however, it is said, makes no 
difference with the order, - whose gen- 
eral officers during a meeting are al- 
ways in the hands of the assembly, 
and can be chosen and deposed at the 
will of the majority. 

Along with Sovereign there were 
three other officers retired because of 
this special meeting, viz: T. B. Mc 
Guire, General Worthy Foreman of 
Amsterdam, N. Y.; Daniel Brown of 
Montana and H. B. Martin of Minne- 
apolis of the Executive Committee. 
Henry A. Hicks of dtstrict No. 253, 
New York City, was chosen to. fill Sov- 
ereign’s place, and I. D. Chamberlain 
of Pueblo, Colo., was selected as Gen- 
eral Worthy Foreman. Sanfield Fitz- 
patrick of Montreal and Henry Bostock 
of Assembly 300, glass workers, were 
chosen as the two members of the 
executive board, the third member be 
ing Andrew Best. se 

This decisive change in the corps o 
officers of the Knights of Labor will 
cause considerable astonishment in la- 
bor circles throughout the country. 
Save to those who were ‘‘on the in- 
side,” so to speak, for the past three 
months, there was absolutely nothing 
of this known.* It is said, though, that 
although the change wes sudden and 
totally unlooked for, it was done with 
the amicable consent of all. At head- 
quarters itis hinted that it had been 
ered in this city for the general as- 
prearranged before the delegates gath- 
sembly. On good authority it is 
learned that it was Sovereign’s most 
hearty approval that he step down 
and out. The same holds good with 
the other officers. who were relieved. 
Sovereign stated tonight that he 
wished retirement. He wanted rest 
from the labor which the office en- 
tailed upon him. 

Henry A. Hicks, the General Master 
Workman-elect; was seen after ‘the 
meeting. said that he did not in- 
tend to outline the future policy of 
the order under his administration for 
several days yet. He expressed the 
highest admiration for his predecessor, 
saying that he thought him one of the 
greatest exponents of the age of the 
prime idea represented by the Knights 
of Labor. I D. Chamberlain, the 
Worthy Foreman-elect, is a newspaper 


man. 

All the business transacted at today’s 
meeting went through in the most 
amicable manner possible. In the morn- 
ing session the remnant of the routine 
business which had been left over was 
disposed of. The afternoon session was 
principally taken up with the delivery 
| of Sovereign’s annual address, which 
was listened to by the delegates with 
the greatest attention, and greeted 
with applause. 


the statement that the opening of this 
regular session of the General Assem- 
bly ‘presents to the world the “same 
undismayed membership, through 
whose fortitude and courage the spirit 
of progress combats greed and avarice 
and defies the cant and hypocrisy of 
the age.” The order, he said, was to- 
day stronger in membership, stronger 
in character and stronger in the 
hearts of the people than it was a year 
ago. 

Sovereign then took as his theme the 
great miners’ strike, in which he said 
the Knights had a large membership 
directly involved. He said, in part: 

“That great struggle was a test be- 
tween underpaid, half-starved labor 
and arrogant, greedy coal barons. It 
was a strike born of hunger and neces- 
sity, and appealed to all the higher. im- 
pulses of humanity. On the side of 
the strikers stood the charity and phil- 
anthropy of the world, beckoning on- 
ward the slaves of the mines. On the 
other hand, the shotgun policy of the 
corporations and the despicable court 
injunctions. The armed thugs were 
more tolerable than the restraining or- 
ders of the courts. 

“The injunctions sought to give the 
air of official sanction and the color of 
judicial dignity to the vilest expressions 
of anarchy ever uttered in this coun- 
try. But anarchy in judicial robes is 
no more respectable than anarchy in 
rags; a judge who will suppress peace- 
able public assemblage is no less a 
traitor to his country than was Bene- 
dict Arnold, and the citizen who will 
resist such an injunction is no less a 
patriot than were the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence or the he- 
roes of Valley Forge. 

“And if it ever comes to a contest 
between constitutional liberty and 
court injunctions, I would prefer to 
wrap myself in the flag of my country 
and tear down the courts in defense of 
the Constitution rather than to dis- 
honor the flag and tear down the Con- 
stitution in defense of the courts. 

“While this great etrike sup- 
ported by all recognized labor organi- 
zations and was the greatest struggle 
of the kind ever known in America, to 
the credit of labor it can be said that 
there was no lawlessness or riot com- 
mitted bv the strikers.” | 

After the annual address the change 
in officers took place. Sovereign’s 
name was the first one mentioned in 
nomination, but he immediately arose 
and said he would not accept. No one 
opposed Hicks. The other officers were 
also chosen with as much ease. The 
assembly was then declared formally 
organized. The regular order of busi- 
ness will be taken up tomorrow.

CONGRESS EXPECTED TO CLEAN 
UP WORK RAPIDLY. 
Organization of the House at the 
Special Session Will Prove to Be 
of Great Assistance—Sub-com- 


mittees of the Appropriation 
Committee Appointed, 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—It is the 
intention of Chairman Cannon of the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
to begin the preparation of appropriatiog 
bills at the earliest possible date. He 
has announced the appointment of the 
sub-committees, and those on the Pen- 
sion and the Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial bills have been called to meet 
November 27, a week in advance of the 
assembling of Congress. 

As the House is fully organized by 
the appointment of all standing ¢orn- 
mittees, it will be expected to get down 


to business as soon as it reassembles 


for the regular session on.Monday, De- 
cember 3. Ordinarily it requires a 
month to organize the House, and the 
month of December at the regular ses-— 
sion sees practically nothing in the way 
of work accomplished. But the organ- 
ization of the House at the special ses- 
sion this year will save valuable time, 
and it is almost certain that at least 
one of the regular appropriation bills, 
and probably two, will have been 
passed before the Christmas recess is 
taken, 

Most of the members who have ar- 
rived express the opinion that the com- 
ing session will be the shortest regular 
“long session” of Congress in six years, 
Ordinarily the long session lasts from 
six to ten months. Mr. Hopkins of Ill- 
inois, one of the prominent Republican 
leaders of the House, predicts that Con. 
gress will have completed its work an@ 
adjourned before May 1.

After 
the case has been decided, another 
thirty days at least must intervene be- 
fore the remittitur from the State Su- 
preme Court can reach the trial court, 


and the condemned man be resentenced 


for the second time. This course would 
not allow the execution to take place 
before the latter part of ‘February or 
the beginning of March next.

ILLEGAL FISHING TACKLE. 


State Commissioner Davis Makes a 
Big Haul of It.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—J. H. 
Davis, one of the patrolmen of the 
State Fish Commission, has returned 
from the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
rivers,and reports having taken a very 
large amount of illegal sturgeon gear 
from the waters of the streams. These 
gears consist of long stout lines of the 
best material, that are strung out into 
the rivers and held in place by anchors 
and floats. Each line is loaded with 
hooks, and no matter what kind of fish 
strikes the hooks it is sure to be 
caught, for the more it struggles the 
more hooks become fastened into it. 
The use of this tackle has been prohib- 
ited by law, and the mere possession is 
evidence of guilt. 

Davis was out ten days, and he 
dragged for the lines of eleven camps. 
As a result of his labors he confiscated 
10,000 feet of sturgeon lines, fifty an- 
chors and over 55,000 hooks.

DISCUSSING POMOLOGY. 


SOME TECHNICAL KNOWLEDGE ON 
PLANT FOOD. 


HMertieultural Commissioners De- 
cline to Participate in Discus- 
sion—Olives Discussed by Ex- 
pertse — The Peach—Rebadding. 
Oranges—Fure Jellies and Jams, 


POMONA, Nov. 12.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A pleasing introduction 
to the session of the Pomological 8So- 
ciety of Southern California Thursday 
evening was the singing of “Oh, Italia, 
Beloved” and “The Song of the Sum- 
mer Night” by a chorus of thirteen 
voices. 

Prof. 8. M. Woodbridge, director of 
the agricultural experiment section of 
the Southern California Academy of 
Sciences, read a paper on the “‘Relative 
Agronomic Value of Bone Meal and 
Other Phosphates.” The paper said 
the erroneous views in regard to the 
agricultural and commercial value of 
the phosphoric acid in bone meal that 
had gone broadcast over the State 
were founded not upon experiments in 
this State or country, not even upon 
field experiments, but in small pots 
and in a foreign country. He said that 
such petty experiments could not dis- 
credit the numerous field tests that 
have been carried on in various parts of 
the United States and other countries. 
In substantiating his position he quoted 
from the New Jersey, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and other experiment stations, 
where, over a series of years, on wheat, 
grass, corn, oats and peaches, phos- 
Phoric acid from ground bone untreated 
with sulphuric acid had given the best 
results over all other forms of phos- 
phates. He also cited instances in 
Southern California of orchards that 
had been brought up and maintained 
in a paying condition that had had no 
other form of phosphoric acid than 
untreated bone. The chemical struc- 
ture of mineral and bone phosphate 
was also explained and contrasted. 
The mineral phosphates are of a solid, 
homogeneous mass, while the bone 
phosphates are composed of two dis- 
tinct substances which interpenetrate 
One another, There is, as it were, a 
skeleton of earthy matter, called or- 
sein, which makes the phosphates por- 
ous and enables the roots to more 
take it up. 3 

Ww. Wade, B. E., of Los Angeles 
read a paper which partook of the na- 
ture of a confession on the part of a 
chemist of the absolute uselessness of 
all efforts to test the particular requl- 
sites of any soil for plant growth. The 
statement was made that chemical! 
analysis not only leads to uncertainty 
as to the character of the soil, but fails 
to reveal in any degree the availability 
of soil properties to plant food. 

An effort made to secure a discus- 
sion of the question, “How Best to 
Fight Insect Pests,” by Horticultural 
Commissioners of Southern California 
failed utterly, no commissioner being 
present. This neglect to appear before 
the fruit-growers themseives in a dis- 
cussion of the work being done by 
them led to many expressions of disap- 
pointment, 

MORNING 

One of the most valuable papers was 
that presented by Capt. A. D. 
Thatcher on “Pickling Olives." He 
said in part: 

“To pickle olives for immediate use 
can successfully be done by almost 
any one, but to cure and pickle olives 


for the market, in a commercial sense, | 


is one of the great and important sub- 
a now before the people of Califor- 
nia. 
cannot prosecute aconvict and execute 
an outlaw until you have first caught 
one. Neither can any one make a 
good pickled olive unti!: a good olive 
has been produced for pickling. It 
is also a well-known fact that. the 
most experienced clive-pickler cannot 
make a good pickled Mission olive, 
plucked from a Navadillo tree. Neither 
can he make a good Manzanillo pickled 
Olive from the Picholine tree. Irriga- 
tion is essential. An olive which has 
suffered once for water is not fit for 
pickling, The green o:fve 1s very easy 
to pickle, it is sure to keep when 
pickled. But it is unwholesome. The 
Glives should be graded according to 
size and again according to color.” 

The speaker entered into the de- 
tails for handling the fruit during th 
process of curing. A large number o 
questions were propounded, and a 
great amount of technical information 
brought out. The most important 
point brought out and emphasized was 
the necessity for using thoroughby- 
matured fruit, not necessarily dark in 
color, but fully matured. 

Rev. C. F. Loop tock up the sub- 
ject of olives, speaking of the samples 
exhibited. He gave his experience in 
Italy and France in search of varieties 
of olives. Of the Espinola olive, this 
State produces larger fruit than that 
grown in France. Specimens of this 
fruit about an inch in diameter were 
exhibited. 

Kfforts made to draw out a dec- 
laration as to the best olive for oil 
and pickles led to little satisfaction, 
as all parties were agreed that the 
conditions of the soil and climatic in- 
fluences of various sections so widely 
differed in their influence on different 
varieties as to make it impogsible to 
designate any particular varieties as 
the very best. 

Both speakers agreed that the olive- 
pickling industry is in its infancy, and 
that the outlook for the future of the 
industry is most encouraging. 

Rev. Mr. Loop gave some amusi 
incidents showing the difficulty of 
*getting olive nursery’ trees from 
Damascus and other points where 
great jealousy of California exists. He 
thought the time was coming when 
the olive-pickler would refuse to buy 
smutty olives. It is necessary to ex- 
ercise the highest degree of: Vigilance 
in keeping the olive as well as the 
fruit clean. 

J. W. Mills of the Pomona Experi- 
ment Station read a valuable paper on 
the peach. He traced the history of 
the peach briefly, from the Persian or 
Chinese origin, thousands of years be- 
fore the Christian era. The speaker 
said that Mr. Waters of the Pomona 
cannery paid out $2000 for freight on 
fruit brought te this place for can- 


] ning, while there are thousands of 


acres adapted to the peach. The 
great trouble with the peach industry 
is the carelessness in selecting varie- 
ties and in cultivating the trees. 
The freestone is not adapted to can- 
ning on a commercial scale. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Waters, the three best va- 
rieties of cling peaches for canning 
are Seller’s, McDevitt’s, and yellow 
Tuscany. Mr. Mills, however, thought 
Seller's was too shy a bearer, and 
the yellow Tuscany the best bearer. 
The lemon cling is too small. The Cali- 
fornia and Nichols orange cling are 
poor because of the tendency of the 
pits to split. The Tuscan, Tutcina and 
Tuscan cling are three names for the 
same variety, which are poor fruit. 
Mr. Mills gave a Valuable object-les- 
son on pruning by producing several 
peach trees which he pruned in the 
presence of the audience. 

Letters were read from a number of 
prominent horticulturists, expressing 
their regret at being unable to, at- 
tend the session of the society. Among 
these were E. M. Lelong, Elwood 
Cooper, Dr. E. W. Hilgard and others. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The afternoon session opened with a

F. Garcelon, 

E. E. St. Clair of Pomona read a 

paper on “Rebudding Old Oranges,” 

pased on personal experience.

not belleve that “‘Austeralian” oranges 
are due to budding from sucker buds 
from Washington navel trees. The de- 
tails of budding were carefully set 
forth, though he maintained that skill 
acquired by experience is a prime 
requisite. Mr. St. Clair was questioned 
by several growers. He said that bud- 
ding lemon trees to oranges could. be 
successfully done. 

James Boyd gave some valuable in- 
ae on budding, gained in River- 
side. 

N. C. Blanchard of Santa Paula said 
that in general lemon trees lose more 
fruit through not being pruned, but 
the trees spread over great grounds, 
and he is now going after them heroic- 
ally with the pruning knife. He be- 
lieved there is a profitable mean be- 
tween the extreme pruning and the 
want of pruning. Mr. Blanchard depre- 
cated the disposition of newspapers in 
creating booms of the planting of vari- 
ous kinds of fruit regardless of the 
adaptability of the ground for the par- 
ficular crop. The State has seen the 
evil of such “booms” with various 
kinds of fruits. 

Mr. Kennard of Glendora thought 
each section must solve the pruning 
question for itself, as the habits of the 
trees differ with different climatic and 
soll conditions, 

Rev. Mr. Loop, John Wasson, D. Ed- 
son Smith and others made pleas for 
membership for the society, and time 
was given for soliciting for members. 

Rev. Mr. Wren read a valuable paper 
prepareo by Miss Mary L French of 
Pomona on “Child Study,’ in which 
was set forth the principles underlying 
the systematic work being done in de- 
veloping the character of those who 
suffer from physical or intellectual in- 
firmities. The method of leading the 
weak mind to comprehend ideas 
through object lessons was clearly il- 
lustrated. 

A vote was —— unanimously 
thanking Miss ench for her able 
paper.

LIFE’S LABORS ENDED. 
Death of Col. James J. Ayers, Pi- 
oneer Journalist. 

Col. James J. Ayers died at his 
home at Azusa at & o'clock yesterday 
morning. He had been afflicted with 
asthma in its most acute stage, for 
some months, so his death was not 
altogether unexpected. His sufferings 
for forty-eight hours preceding the 

end were very severe. 

Col. Ayers was an argonaut of the 
days of ‘49, and was a conspicuous 
figure in the journalism of the Pacific 
Coast for many years. Among the 
papers he helped to found are the 


Calaveras Herald and tne San *Fran-. 


cisco Call. From 1875 to 1883 he was 
editor of the Evening Express of this 
city, and from 1887 to 1894 was asso- 
ciated with Joseph D. Lynch as edi- 
tor and proprietor of the Herald. 
About three years ago he retired from 
journalism, and has since resided in 
the country and devoted most of his 
time to writing an autobiography, 
which has not yet been published. 
In politics Col. Ayers was a Demo-~- 
crat, and served as State Printer un- 
der the administration of Gov. Stone- 
man. He was a delegate to the con- 
vention which, in 1878, framed the 
present State constitution. 
James Joseph Ayers was born in 
Glasgow, Scotland, August 27, 1830. 
When less than a year old his parents 


emigrated to the United States, sete yr" 


tling in New Jersey. His boyhood was 
spent in and around New York City. 
Learning the printer’s trade he worked 
at the case from early youth till he 
reached man’s estate. Ais education 
was principally self-acquired. He de 
voted himself largely to Hterature. 
The English classics and poets, notably 
Shakespeare, he learned almost by 
heart. He also familfartzed himself 
with the French language and literae- 
ture, so that he could speak and write 


| French like a native.

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of Los Angeles, read an able paper on 
“Pure Food.” e showed that fruits 
in their pure state contain food and 
medicinal properties of the highest 
value, nature adapting the fruit per- 
fectly to the requiréments of man. As 
the fruit is perfectly adapted to man, 
any adulteration of their properties 
must detract from their desirability for 
food: The removal of any fruit from 
the tree before it reaches maturity is 
detrimental to the best use. But few 
people realize that partially decayed 
fruit is affected throughout, and is in- 
jurious. Many of the fruits and syrups 
on the market contain none of the 
properties of the fruit bearing their 
name, but are simply chemical com- 
pounds. Many jams and jellies are di- 
luted with other fruit properties, and 
therefore are not unwholesome, but are 
a fraud on the public. Other jams and 
jellies contain chemical properties, ren- 
dering them unwholesome. The _ re- 
duced use of salt in canned fruit is 
reducing the-danger from tin poison 
in the use of canned fruit. California 
has a pure-food law which needs the 
encouragement of every person inter- 
ested in the industries of the State, 
and while this law may not meet all 
requirements, it is conducive to better 
conditions when sustained by whole- 
some public sentiment. 

Packages of the white lupin of the 
Hawaiian Islands were distributed by 
the secretary, through the courtesy of 
Byron O. Clark, who thought he had 
discovered in this plant a good means 
for green fertilization of orchards. 

President Kinney made a plea for 
better preparation of the apricot for 
the market. The subject opened very 
general discussion of the question, the 
opinion prevailing that the apricot 
must be placed on a higher plane. 

The report of the secretary showed 
that twenty-one new members had 
been added to the roll of the society. 

At 5 p.m. the society adjourned to 
meet at the Chamber of Commerce 
room at 7:30 p.m. 

NOTES. 


The meetings of the society have 
shown a fair attendance from other 
places, while the Pomona people have 
not been present in numbers which 
were expected. 

It has been manifest throughout the 
session that the fruit-growers Wre 
studying their industry from scientific 
principles, and knowledge of the habits 
and requisites of plant life is continu- 
ously increasing. 


GEORGE HANSEN’S FUNERAL.

| When only 18 years of age Ayers 
went to St. Louis, where he became 


Republican, now the St. Louis Republic. 
In February, 1849, he drifted to New 
Orleank, -where he took passage for 
California, via Central America. Ig 
licu ef other means cf transportation 
he crossed the Cordilleras on foot. Ar- 
rivine at the Pacific Coast he found 
the steamer from Panama so crowded 
that passage for himself and com- 
paniona to San Francisco could not 
be obtained. Nothing daunted, the ade 
venturers built a small schooner apd 
set sail for the land of gold. Being 
inexperienced in seamanship, they 
soon found their rude craft at the 
mercy of the waves, and before their 
journey was half completed, they 
were obliged to abandon the vessel im 
an open boat. After experiencing ter- 
rible hardships and almost perishing of 
hunger and thirst, the party ltanded 
‘at Cape San Lucas at the sopthern ex- 
tremity of Lower California. From 
this. point Ayers and a few companions 


and there took passage to San Fran- 
eens where they arrived October §, 


After trying his luck in the mines 
with indifferent success, Ayers re- 
turned tc San Francisco, and early in 
1851 formed a partnership with several 
other printers, and began the publica- 
tion of a weekly journal called the 
Public Balance. The great fire of 
June, 1851, destroyed their plant, and 
Ayers again went to the mines on the 
Calaveras River, where he had fair 
success for a while. At one time he 
Was part owner in a claim at Moke- 
lumne Hill, which afterward produced 
several million dollars, but Ayers sold 
out before its richness was discovéred. 

About 1852, in company with Henry 
Hamiilton and Harry de Courcey, 
Ayers founded the Calaveras Chronicle, 
which survives to this day, and is 
reputed to be the oldest newspaper in 
Californta. In 1854 Ayers returned to 
San Frarcisco and engaged in editorial 
work on the San Francisco Herald. 
The Herald cpposed the vigilantes com- 
mittee in 1856, as the result of which 
the merchants of San Francisco with- 
drew their patronage and the paper had 
to discontinue publication. Finding 
himself again out of employment, 
Ayers, with five other printers, founded 
the San Francisco Morning Call, of 
i which he had editorial charge for some 
years. In 1866 he sold his interest in 
the Call and went to Honolulu, where 
he published the Hawaiian Herald.

* We have heard of brutality in Cuba, 
perpetrated by the Spanish soldiery, 
dnd have been duly shocked.

{To the Editor of The Times:] Dur- 
ing my seven years’ residence in Los 
Angeles I think I may truly say that 
this city has not had such a vocal mu- 
sical treat as in the concert given by 
Mr. and Mrs. Henschel on Thursday 
evening. Your musical critic has rightly 
put it in his ‘“‘Musical Mention’’ of to- 
day (Friday,) when he says that a 
“criticism of the recital would involve 
an unmeasured use of superlatives, for 
Whether the numbers ‘Yere grave or 
gay, dramatic or romantic, heavy or 
light, they were always characterized 
by the same thoroughly artistic finish, 
the same sincerity and perfect sym- 
pathy.’’ Indeed, I may say that the 
feeling of satisfaction, of repose, as 
if we had had something almost super- 
human, was identified with the feeling 
engendered by Paderewski'’s wonderfu] 
and artistic rending of themes on the 
piano.

SOUTH AMERICAN DREIBUND. 


Chile, Peru and Argentine Disposed 
to “Do Bolivia, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Valparaiso, Chile, says 
that a plan for a dreibund of Chile, 
Peru and Argentine is in - existence 
which, if adopted by the three govern- 
ments, will wipe Bolivia off the South 
American map, Chile, Peru and Argen- 
tina dividing her territory. | 

Startling as this statement is, there 
are many who are inclined to give it 
credence. Without a doubt, some in- 
ternational step of importance is under 
contemplation. Chile and Peru have 
become entangled with Bolivia, and 
what the result will be no one cah tell. 
The demands of the alarmists for an 
explanation from the government, it is 
generally believed, are justified. 

Sefor Salinas, Chile's Minister to 
Sucre, Bolivia, has gone to Santiago to 
confer with the government on the sit- 
The government flatly denies 
that he will not return to Sucre, though 
there ar@é grave fears that he will be 
murdered if he does return, as the feel- 
ing there against Chile is intense. In 
clubs and cafés and at social gather- 
ings everywhere in Bolivia one hears 
Chile talked of as a faithless nation. 
Reasons for all the feeling against 
Chile are to be found in the rebellion of 
1891 and its bearing on the Ancion 
treaty. The revolutionists promised to 
Bolivia, if she recognized the belliger- 
ency of the rebels, that if they were 
victorious, they would give to Bolivia 
two years after victory the two Peru- 
vian provinces, Tacna and Arica, held 
temporarily by Chile under the Ancion 
treaty. More than six years have 
elapsed since the victory of the revolu- 
tionists, and Chile has not yet fulfilled 


her promise. Bolivia now insists on. 


the fulfillment of this promise, which 
Chile holds is illegal. 

In the mean time Chile has recalled 
Sefior Lira, the Minister of Chile to 
Peru, who belonged to the revolution- 
ary party, and has sent Sefior Vincente 
Santa Cruz, a Balmacedist, there with 
instructions to sound Peru on an al- 
liance against Bolivia, against which 
the government of Peru has many 
grievances. The plan is to bring about 
a war with Bolivia, and for Peru’s as- 
sistance it promises to return Peru the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica without 
putting the question to a popular vote 
or demanding of Peru the 10,000,000 sols 
ransom as provided in the Ancion 
treaty. Chile has also prepared to 
furnish Peru with all necessary arma- 
ments and munitions to carry on a war 
with Bolivia. 

In this connection the dreibund 
against Bolivia is being considered. 
Argentina, it is said, will be invited 
into the alliance to give strength to 
the movement. 

The Heraldo says that it is reported 
that all international affairs between 
Chile and Bolivia and Peru will soon 
be satisfactorily settled, except the 
commercial and peace treaty drawn by 
Bolivia, leaving the solution of the 
Tacna-Arica question until next year. 

PRONOUNCED BASELESS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Cable re- 
ports from Valparaiso of the existence 
of a plan for’a dreibund of Chile, Peru 
and Argentina, with the purpose of 
seizing and dividing Bolivia, attracted 
considerable attention in diplomatic 
circles here today, but those who are 
well informed concerning’ South: Amer- 
ican affairs are inclined to question 
them.

ROYALTY INSULTED. 


Czar Nicholas Apologizes to the 
Grand Duke of Baden. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ST. PETERSBURG, Noy. 12.—The 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of 
Baden, toward the end of the visit of 
the Czar and Czarina to the Court 
Hesse, intimated .a desire to visit them 
and in return, as announced by the 
Carlsruhe Official Gazette, received a 
reply from the Czar saying that ar- 
rangements had already been made 
covering every day until his departure 
from Darmstadt, and therefore His 
Majesty would be unable to receive 

em. 


Emphasis was given to the incident 
by the fact that about the same time 
the Czar and Czarina_ entertained 
Prince Hohenlohe, the German Impe- 
rial Chancellor, and Princess Hohen- 
lohe, and to increase the irritation, it 
was pointed out that the refusal of the 
Czar and Czarina to receive the Grand 
Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden 
Was an insult to the whole German 
nation, as the Grand Duchess is the 
daughter of the late Emperor William 
I, grandfather of the present Emperor 
of Germany. The affair soon created 
so much stir that the German govern- 
ment, when the facts were published, 
issued orders forbidding the telegraph- 
ing of any comments on the subject, 
many of the German newspapers hav- 
ing already expressed strong resent- 
ment on the subject. 

A semi-official statement was issued 
from Darmstadt on October 26, deny- 
ing that there was any political sig- 
nificance in the Czar’s reply-to the inti- 
mation conveyed to him by the Grand 
Duke and Grand Duchess of Baden, 
and explaining that His Imperial Ma- 
jesty’s answer was bungled through 
the maladroitness of the officials con- 
cerned. As y is more than likely that 
this answer’was sent through Prince 
Cantacuzene, temporary Charge d’Af- 
faires of Russia at the court of Ba- 
den, this ‘‘maladroitness” may have 
caused him to be relieved of his post 
at Carlsruhe. 

Finally, on October 27, the Frankfort 
Zeitung said that the trouble which 
had arisen on account of the-refusa]l 
of the Czar to receive the Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess of Baden had been 
satisfactorily arranged by an inter- 
change of letters of explanation, the 
paper also implying that the Czar had 
offered an apology for the curt brev- 
ity of his telegram explaining his in- 
ability to receive the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess.

JURY SET AT LARGE. 


ANOTHER ONE TO BE IMPANELED 
TO TRY THORN. 


Youngs Refused to Ac- 
cept Lawyer Howe’s Suggestion 


Jurors—The Siek Man, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—When the 
Queen’s County Court opened today at 
Long Island City it was represented to 
Judge Smith that Juror Larsen, one of 
the jurors sitting in the case of Martin 
Thorne, accused of the murder of Wil- 
liam Guldensuppe, had been obliged to |. 
submit to a surgical operation for ap- 
pendicitis, and that under the most 
favorable conditions he would not be 
able to resume hig seat in the jury 
box in less than three weeks. It there- 
fore became a question as to how the 
case should proceed. ; 
Mr. Howe, counsel for Thorn; sug- 
gested the retention of the eleven 
jurors who have sat thus far, im- 
paneling a twéifth juror, to whom the 
proceedings be read from the court re- 
porter’s notes. Dist.-Atty. Youngs asked 
for time to look up the authorities, and 
Judge Smith adjourned further con- 
sideration of the case until 1 p.m. 
After an hour’s consultation between 
the District Attorney and Mr. Howe, 
the latter, emerging from: an ante- 
room, said to the waiting reporters: 
“Gentlemen, I can now tell you posi- 
tively that there will be an entirely 
new jury selected. I have just spoken 
to Mr. Youngs and found that he and 
his associates are not in favor of 
adopting the plan which I proposed in 
court this morning. Mr. Youngs will | 
have a new panel of two hundred tales- 
men made up, and the subpoenas will 
be served immediately.”’ 
Dist.-Atty. Youngs, a few moments 
later, confirmed the announcement 
made by Mr. Howe. “My reasons for 
not accepting Mr. Howe's suggestion,” | 
he said, ‘‘are that the interests of the 
people will be better served by im- 
paneling a new jury and beginning 
the case anew.” 
The court agreed to the plan of the 
District Attorney, and the jury was 
formally discharged. Mr. Young asked 
that the new trial be. proceeded with 
next Monday, but Mr. Howe asked for 
a longer adjournment.

IMPEACHMENT REFUSED. 
{ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

VIENNA, Nov. 12.—The Unterhaus 
discussed today the proposal to im- 
peach the ministers for an alleged vio- 
lation of their ministerial powers by 
the issuance of a decree authorizing 
the official use of the Czech language 
in Bohemia. The members of the 
Left retired from the chamber at the 
beginning of the sitting, after a dec- 
laration that they would readily co- 
operate with a constitutional settle- 
ment if necessary by peaceful com- 
promise. The impeachment proposal 
was finally rejected by a vote of 177 
against 171. 

Count Badeni, the Premier, replying 
in the Unterhaus to the proposal to im- 
peach the ministers, declared that 
those who thought or hoped that the 
government would force himself or the 
Cabinet to retire were mistaken. Noth- 
ing of the kind would happen, he said, 
let their opponents be ever so much 
disappointed. In conclusion, he asked 
the rival parties to agree to a truce 
among themselves.

Committee on” Ju- 
venile Work was read by Mrs. Anna 
ehultz Pierce of Paxadens, chairman 
of the committee, and action taken 
which, while proving a trifle more ex- 
pensive, will be more effectual. Mrs. 


M. E. North of San Francisco, Grand 


Superintendent of Juvenile Work, 
made quite an address on the report, 
saying, among other things: ““We need 
the Bands of Hope, where the young 
children may receive the right kind of 
training to aid them in after life in all 
its phases.” Action on a number of 
amendments to the constitution offered 
by the Committee. on Laws 
Usages was deferred until the next 
session of the Grand Lodge.

LOS ANGELES AND VICINITY 


Perfume from Flowers, 


URING the past dozen years the 
question of manufacturing. per- 
fumes from flowers in California 
has frequently come to the front, 
and has been discussed from time to 
time in the newspapers of the State. 
Sundry attempts have also been made 


on a small scale to start the manufac- 


ture of such perfumes. Several years 
ago a big project of this description 
Was outlined on Baldwin’s Ranch, at 
Santa Anita, in which a member of a 
French perfumery company was inter- 
ested. The enterprise was not carried 
out. There are small industries of this 
kind at Riverside, at Ontario and else- 
where. 

The question as to whether perfume 
can be profitably manufactured from 
flowers in this section has recently 
been revived, a resident of the San Ga- 
briel Valley having taken the ground 


that the rates of labor paid here make 


Gilbert of Ontario, who has beéh en- 
gaged in the perfume business for six- 
téen years, maintains that perfumes 
may profitably be manufactured here. 

As to the successful raising in South- 
ern California of flowers and plants 
used for the manufacture of perfume 
there can be no question. There is not 
a plant or a shrub that ‘is grown for 
perfume on the Mediterranean side of 
France, or in Italy, that will not come 
to perfection in California. Already a 
number of East India flowering plants 
and shrubs have been domesticated 
here. It is true, with hardly a quali- 
fication, that the entire list of plants 
now cultivated fer the perfumery of 
commerce are at this date gfowing in 
this State. The fact that they are not 
cultivated on a large stale is due to 
the lack of any facilities for convert- 
ing the product into an article that 
finds a ready sale. ' 

To verify this statement, one has 
only to apply to some gardener who is 
cultivating plants for the market. He 


“will undertake to furnish every flower- 


ing plant and shrub now cultivated in 
France for perfume, and will add _ to 
the list a number of other rare plants 
that might be used for the same pur- 
pose. Thyme, rosemary, Javender, 
mignonette, jasmine, bergamot, violet, 
heliotrope and tuberose are so common 
in the gardens of this State that no 
one now thinks of designating any of 
them as rare plants. In many gardens 
it is not an unusual Circumstance to 
find from sixty to ninety yarieties, of 
roses, all growing within a plat of less 
than a quarter of gn. acre. Not all of 
these would be avaflable fomthe many- 
facture of commercial perfumes. But 
in the list will be found about all that 


are considered of va#tue for such pur 


poses. 

On the other hand, it is claimed by 
some, and there seems to be ground 
for the assertion, that many of the 
flowers grown in California do not yield 
as much perfume as do similar flowers 
when cultivated in the moister climate 
of Europe... 

The chief center of the flower indus- 
try for the manufacture of perfume in 
Europe is at Grasse, on the Mediterra- 
nean, in the south of France, where, 
with only about twelve thousand in- 
habitants, there are over seventy fac- 
tories, giving employment to more than 
five thousand persons in field and fac- 
tory. Many manufacturers grow their 
own flowers and plants, others buy 
them daily in the market, and still oth- 
ers are supplied by contract, making a 
fixed price for a term of years for the 
total product of a farm. The average 
price, stated in American currency and 
weight, at Grasse, is as follows: Rose 
leaves, 4 to 5 cents a pound; jasmine 
leaves, 20 to 25; orange-flower leaves, 
25; acacia buds, 30 to 40; tuberose 
leaves, 50; violet leaves, 40 to 60. These 
are the principal garden flowers used 
in Grasse. A great breadth of land is 
devoted to lavender, rosemary, thyme, 
sweet marjoram, cherry, laurel, sage 
balm and other medicinal and culinary 
plants, which are sold at much lower 
rates than the products of the flowers 
above mentioned. 

In California the orange is only cul- 
tivated for its fruit. In France the 
bitter or wild orange is cultivated ex- 
tensively for its essential oils. From 
the flowers nercli is obtained, which is 
the basé¢ of cologne and other perfumes. 

George C. Gilbert of Ontario, above 
referred to, who manufactures essen- 
tial oils, oil of roses and other per- 
fumes, says that the manufacture of 
perfumes is extending all over the 
world. Almost every section of the 
world contributes something to the per- 
fumer’s laboratory, except Southern 
California. A few years ago’ Wayne 
county, New York, was considered the 
only place that peppermint could be 
grown with success in this country. 
Today Michigan produces more pepper- 
mint oil than ever New York State did, 
and the price of peppermint oil has 
been forced to the lowest figure ever 
known. 

Mr. Gilbert thinks we have not yet 
begun to realize the great wealth that 
is contained in the orange tree alone, 
as a source of perfumes. In regard to 
a few of these products, he says: 

“Tf the blossoms were distilled with 
water, with a common wood still. it 
would produce a heautiful oil called 
neroli, worth $25 to $40 per pound. The 
water that it is distilled in is worth 
$1.20 per galion. So you see there is 
nothing lost in this operation alone. 
Then, again, the prunings of the orange 
and lemon ‘tree and all unripe fruit, 
distilled, produce ‘“neroli petitgrain,”’ 
worth from $3 to $9 per pound, and all 
that Europe can produce cannot keep 
up to the demand of the soap-maker. 
One man cam keep a still going and 
another man to cart the twigs is all 
the labor that this requires. People 
would be glad after pruning their or- 
chards to have you cart the valuable 
brush away, and thea again, by spread- 
ing the purified grease on a glass frame 
and sprinkling the flowers on it, efter 
a number of saturations the grease 
will take away trom the flower the 
natural and true odor of the blossom, 
and then we have the oil from the 
fruit called orange oil, which is an- 
other product. 

“A few years ago the cassie (Acacia 
farnesiana) ~was made entirely in 
Cannes. Now they are shipping large 
quantities of the pomade from India 
and Australia. and just so with almost 
every line of .perfumers’ material. 

“The best oil of patchouly. bay, san- 
dalw§od, cioves, orris root and a great 
many more, was all imported into this 
country. Today little or nothing in this 
line is’ Imported. Dodge & Olcott of 
New York are one of the Jargest distil- 
lers of these oils in the world: also 


Frietzsche Bros. have a large factory 


‘ jn New Jersey, and then ten or fifteen 


more smaller ones distilling perfumers’ | scattered all over the country. Among 


oil. The business has also found 
way into Germany. Leipzig has for 
many years stood as high as Nice, 
Cannés or Grasse ever did. The artificial 
odor of violets costs $10 per ounce. Just 
as sure as Southern California is on 
the map of the United States, in an- 
other tén years we will be shipping 
some raw material for perfumers’ use 
to the East. My home is in Southern 
California, and I want to see it some 
day one of the contributors in the per- 
fumers’ laboratory, and next year. if 
nothing happens, I will place before 
you a few samples.”’ 

C. Laux, the Spring-street druggist, 
makes a spevialty of the manufacture 
of perfumes from California flowers. 
The only perfume that is manufactured 
straight is made from orange flowers. 
A dozen mixed perfumes are made, the 
best of which are essential oils, that 
are imported. Mr. Laux sells a consid- 
erable quantity of the orange blossom 
perfume, receiving orders from the 
East. Regarding the statement that has 
been made as to the possibility of col- 
lecting the fallen orange blossoms for 
the manufacture of perfume, Mr. Laux 
says that to obtain good results the 
flowers should be picked from the trees 
before they fall. He says there is not 


much profit in'the business as at pres-.|, 


ent conducted, and he regards it more 
as an advertisement for his other busi- 
hess than as a source of profit. 

A San Diego papér states that Capt. 
Smee of that place has discovered a 
method of gathering the perfume of 
flowers as the plant is growing. This 
method is certainly remarkable, if the 
resultg are as given by the San Diego 
Sun, Which says: 

“He takes a glass funnel and heats 
the thin end over a spirit lamp. He 
then draws out the stem to a fine 
point. This accomplished, the funnel 
is filled with ice and placed on a re- 
tort stand, the pointend end being 
placed in a’small glass boitle. without 
touching it. After this the stand and 
the funnel are placed in a greenhouse 
among the flowers whose odors it is 
desired to collect. Gradually the vapor 
rises from the flowers, and, in meet- 
ing the colder surface of the funnel, 
condenses into drops on the outside of 
the glass. From the point of con- 
densation it trickles down until it 
drops into the botti¢. In a surprising 
short time amount of per- 
fume is collected and it is claimed 
that 90 per cent. of the contents of 
the bottle is perfume; the rest is wa- 
ter. Strange to say, this essence cf 
the flower needs to be adulterated with 
spirits of wine. Otherw:se, it would 
become sour and useless.” 

The question as to the possibility of 
manufacturing perfumes in Southern 
California, on a large commercial scale, 
is one which must be considered as 
vet open. As Mr. Gilbert says, it 
certainly seems a8 if there should be 
some branches of the business which 
might be suecessfuly carried in 
some parts of Southern California.

Solid Petroleum Fuel. 


ROM time to time during the past 

few years specimens of solid petro- 

leum fuel have been exhibited in 
Los Angeles, but there has generally 
been some drawback to them, and 
‘they have not come into general con- 
sumption. A new fuel of this kind has 
just been invented by a Los Angeles 
man, George H. Fullerton, which he 
has perfected after several years of 
experimenting. By the use of cer- 
tain chemicals. and peculiar treatment 
of the crude petroleum, Mr. Fullerton 
makes a solid mass, very black, which 
in some forms breaks almost with @ 
fracture. It burns just as coal burns, 
does not fuse or run, gives out not 
so much smoke as ordinary coal, costs 
at present price of oil tess than $5 a 
ton, and gives out between two and 
three times the heat units that the 


same weight of the best coal will 
give. The material may be made into 
any form of brick, is much cleaner 


than coal in handling, has compara- 
tively little of the petroleum oder: it 
can be stored in the sun without fusing 
or melting. and in other ways is a 
marked advance in the preparation of 
fuel materials for use. A substance 
of this kind could be used for heating 
purposes where oi! and gas is used 
now.

Celery. 
EGARDIN(t celery culture in the 
peat lands of Orange county, the 
Santa Ana Blade gives some inter- 
esting information, from which the fol- 
lowing is extracted: 
“Seven miies west and one mile south 
of Santa Ana are located the famous 
celery fields of Orange county. Most 
of the celery is grown on the peat 
lands, comprising nearly one thousand 
acres. These lands, together with ad- 
joining tracts of sandy loam soil, form 
one of the most wonderfully fertile sec- 
tions in Southern California. This sec- 
tion has for years produced such 
abundant yields that the owners have 
prospered far beyond their less for- 
tunate neighbors. It is only 
years since they learned of the adapta- 
bility of their lands to the growth of 
celery. Before that time they were 
used in the production of corn, alfalfa, 
potatoes and onions, and yielded so 
fabulously that their owners waxed fat 
and contented, and always possessed a 
plethoric purse. As much as 300 sacks 
of potatoes, 140 bushels of corn and 800 
bushels of onions have been produced 
from an acre, and an average yield of 
these various crops would probably 
reach two-thirds of these respective fig- 
ures, 
“Growing celery is a beautiful plant. 
Its dark green leaves and stalks stand- 
ing in regular rows against the black 
scil is so pleasing to the eye that one 
can scarcely pass without pausing. Al- 
the peat scil is exceedingly 
ich it will decline in fertility unless 
some suitable fertilizer is used, and one 
of the first indications that its produc- 
tiveness is declining is a blight or rust 
Which will attack most plants grown 
on this soil, 
“In order to secure uniformity of 
quality, cheap transportation and the 
best possible price, two associations 
have been incorporated. One, the West- 
minster Celery Company, J. B. Loosing, 
president; and another, the California 
Celery Company, Mr. Winters, presi- 
dent. Each of these associations sends 
a representative to Kansas. City, 
where all the celery is shipped from 
this section, to receive and market the 
crop. There are about 700 acres in cel- 
ery, and it is estimated that there will 
be not less than 350 carloads, which will 
probably average $320 per car, making 
a total sum of $112,000, or $160 per acre. 
“It costs from $22 to $30 per acre to 
set and tend the plants to maturity, 


'and about $35 more pereacre to gather 


the crop and put it on board the cars,”

A Big Mine. 
HE following facts in regard to 
ihe celebrated Congress mine of 
Arizona, are from a recent report 
of the superintendent:

Developing Electric Power, 
EDLANDS FACTS tells how the 
work being done in the Santa Ana 
Cafion by the Southern California 

Power Company has changed that wild

“The waters of the Santa Ana will 
be diverted at the junction of Bear 
Creek by a small dan: tnto tunnels 
and flumes, having a carrying capacity 
of 11,000 inches, and conveyed three 
miles down the cafion to Keller 
Creek, where the power-house will be 
located. Of this distance half will 
be tunneis through the hills and half 
flumes. There are eighteen tunnels, 
some of which are already through and 
ready to be cemented or bricked, as 
the formation of the hills through 
which they pass may demand. 

“The power-house will be built of 
concrete and iron, absolutely fireproof. 
The dimensions are 130x40, the walls 

The six ma- 
chines, any one of which can he 
operated alone, will generate 22,000 
horse power, which the transformers 
will incerase to 33,000 volts. The re- 
ceivers will be thirty tnches of steel. 
The water wheels into which the wa- 
ter will be sent at a pressure of over 
300 pounds will be 82 inches in diame- 
ter, six large ones and three smaller 
ones. 

“For the head used this plant will 
have a greater volume of water than 
any plant now in existence. A great 
deal of the machinery in the plant 
Was made to order by a large eastern 
firm, especially for the Seouthern Cali- 
fornia Power Company, and it is’ all

‘“The line from the power-hous¢é to 
Los Angeles will be eighty miles long, 
thirty tons of Wire and over 4000.poles 
being used in its construction... The

RAND SUITS ENDED. 


FAMOUS MINING LITIGATION 
AMICABLY SETTLED. 


The Original Discoverers of the 
Claims Which Created Rands- 
burg Come Again into Posses- 
sion of Their Property—Import- 
ance of the Event. 


The litigation which for two years 
past has involved the most valuable 
mining properties of Randsburg has 
been brought to an amicable conclu- 
sion. A stipulation has been filed in 
the United States Circuit Court which 
finally settles the rights of all parties 
in interest, and the suit. which gave 
every. promise of a protracted and 
bitter contest, is at an end. This re- 
sult is of the greatest importance, not 
only to the persons immediately con- 
cerned, but to all who are interested 
» the growth and prosperity of Rands- 

urg. 

The first mining locations in the 
Randsburg district were madein April, 
1895, by John ingleton, F. N. Mooers 
and C. A. Burcham. They were the 
pioneers whose discoveries drew at- 
tention to the new field, and attracted 
the rush of miners and prospectors who 
founded the town of Randsburg. 

Almost from the outset the claims 
located by Singleton, Mooers’9 and 
Burcham have been involved in litiga- 
tion. Dissensions among’ themselves 
and others who had become interested 
in the property were carried into the 
courts. The fight became a bitter one. 
The conflict of interests threatened a 
litigation lasting for years. Some of 
the litigants asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver and a partition of 
the properties involved was demanded. 
Reddy, Campbell & Metson of San 
Francisco had been retained early in the 
proceedings as attorneys for some of 
the parties to the suit and in payment 
for their services they acquired an 
interest in the mines. 

Finally, negotiations were commenced 
with a view to an amicable settlement 
of the litigation. These efforts proved 
successful... An agreement was reached 
adjusting the rights of all concerned. 
By its terms Singleton, Mooers and 
Burcham come again into the owner- 
Ship of the property of which they 
Were the discoverers. Mrs. Mooers re- 
ceives a small interest by gift from 
her husband, and Mrs. Burcham also 
acquires an interest. Reddy, Campbell 
& Metson have conveyed all their in- 
terest to the original owners, by deed 
recorded yesterday in Kern county. 

W. A. Harris, of Gardiner, Harris & 
Rodman, who have represented some 
of the parties to the suit. said last 
evening: “Throughout the litigation the 
mines have been worked continuously. 
Ther has never been a month when 
they failed to yield a profit. There has 
never been a foot of development that 
has not added toe their value. Not a 
dollar of capital has been put in since 
the litigation began, the development 
being earried on wholly with the out- 
put of the mines. There are onw sixty 
men employed and fifteen stamps are 
in operation. 

“The owners are now all {in harmony. 
Their troubles are ended. Work will be 
carried on upon a larger scale than 
ever before, and the output of the 
mines will be greatly increased. The 
prospects of the property were never 
so bright. The owners will incorporate 
but the stock will not be placed upon 
the market. The name of the new cor- 
poration will be the Yell@w Aster Min- 
ing and Milling Company. The owners 
are really entitled to use the name of 
Rand, as they gave it to the claims 
when they were originally located, 
but it has been used by so many 
subsequent prospectors that it Was 
thought best to abandon it. The new 
corporation is capitalized at $1,000.000. 
All of the owners expect to make Los 
Angeles their home, and they will 
have considerable einterests

BUENA VISTA STREET. 


PLANS FOR WIDENING AGAIN UN-- 
DER CONSIDERATION. ‘ 


Board of Public: Works, in Favor. of 
a.Width of One Hundred. Feet, 
Final Inspection of Fourth and 
Fifth Streets. 


The plans for the widening of Buena 
Vista street were considered yesterday 
by the Board of Public Works, though 
no definite action-was taken. S. W. 
Carver appeared before the board and 
urged that the width of the street 
should be established at 125 feet. 

At the afternoon session the board 
again discussed the matter, and it was 
agreed that it would be impracticable 
to obtain a width of more than 100 
feet. One of the Councilmen present 
said that the Southern Pacific now has 
a frontage of 3000 feet on Buena Vista 
street, and will strenuously oppose any 
plan of widening to 125 feet. The com- 
pany will consent, it was said, to a 
width of 100 feet. It was finally agreed 
that the matter should be referred to 
CouncHmen Baker, Nickell and Httchi- 
son. This committee will.also consider 
the proposed widening of Marchessault 
street from Buena Vista >etreet to ‘the 
Plaza. 

The board referred to the City Engi- 


tigation the petition of property-own- 
ers asking that the Southern California 
Railway be compelled to restore to the 
former level the tracks at the crossings 
of Ella street, Arroyo Seco avenue, 
Dayton avenue and Marmion way. 

Recommendations were adopted by 
the board as follows: That the pro- 
céedings be abandoned for the opening 
of Eleventh street from:’Central to 
Stanford avenues; that the bid of P. J. 
Richmond for improving Avila street 
be accepted; that the’petition for grad- 
ing West Adams from Hoover to Con- 


gineer for ordinance of intention; that 
the protest of R. W. Poindexter against 
the improvement of portions of Yale 
and Ord streets be filed; that several 
petitions relating to the inadequacy of 
storm-water drains be veferred to the 
Street Superinten@ent; that the petition 
for sidewalk on the east side of Rich 
street between Pico and Sixteenth 
streets be referred to the City Engineer 
to prepare ordinance of intention; that 
the petition of voters in the Sixty-fifth 
Precinct, asking a change of ward 
boundaries, be referred to the City At- 
torney; that the petition to improve 
Washington street from Central to 
Compton avenue be referred to the City 
Engineer to prepare estimate of cost:

MRS, CREEDE BACKS OUT. 


DOES NOT WISH TO BE ADMINIS- 
TRATRIX OF CREEDE’S ESTATE. 


Recommends That George H. Stew- 
art Be Appointed — Meanwhile 
the Guardianship Matter is Be- 
ing Repeatedly Postponed. 


A new and somewhat mysterious turn 
developed in the Creede case yesterday 
in Department Two. Mrs. Creede, 
widow of the late Nicholas C. Creede, 
asked that her petition to be appointed 
administratrix of her late husband’s es- 
tate be set aside, and that George H. 
Stewart be selected as administrator. 
Mrs. Creede’s attorneys offer no ex- 
planation further than that the estate 
being a large one, some person of ex- 
perience in business affairs should be 
chosen to take charge of it. 

Both Mrs. Creede and Mr. Stewart 
filed petitions, one withdrawing a 
former petition, the other praying for 
the appointment as administrator. 

In Mrs. Creede’s petition a confession 
is made to the effect that the estate 
is greater and more complicated than 
the widow cares to take upon herself to 
settle, and therefore another” person, 
George H. Stewart, is recommended. 
Mrs. Creede also alleges that Edith 
Dorothy Creede and she are the only 
heirs-at-law. 

Mrs. Creede’s petition for the ap- 
pointment as administratrix will be 
withdrawn on November 23, when the 
matter will come up for hearing before 
Judge Clark. Should the claim of Mrs. 
Creede to an interest in the estate be 
set aside by the court, the present pro- 
ceedings will have been a mere waste of 
time and pains. The will bequeathing 
Creede’s estate to Edith Dorothy 
Creede, the deceased’s adopted daugh- 
ter, will then be held to be valid. 

Mrs. Creede, however, maintains that 
no genuine will has been found, and 
that, therefore, she is entitled to a 
wife’s share of the estate. 

The question of guardianship of Edith 

in which Mrs. Creede prays for the ap- 
pointment, will not be settled until 
after the matter concerning the will is 
disposed of. The case was set for hear- 
ing several weeks ago, but has been 
pes eh d from time to time im order 
t ~may come up after thé main 
issue is settled. : 
. N. C..Creede, whose property is the 
ground upon which the pending lIltiga- 
tion is based, died in this city in July 
last, leaving an estate estimated to be 
worth nearly $200,000. It is stated that 
a long ‘time’ prior to his death, Mr. 
Creede and his wife agreed to separate, 
the wife to recéive a certain sum of 
money in consideration for which she 
was to relinquish all claims upon her 
husband and his estate. Upon Mr. 
Creede’s death the wife appeared and 
presented a claim to a share of the 
estate, representing that she had never 
been divorced from Creede, and was 
entitled to a widow’s share of the 
property owned by her husband at the 
time of his death. 


THE HOLINESS BAND. 


Judge Shaw Decides an Old Suit Be- 
tween the Factions. 

The Los Angeles Holiness band has 
been mixing a little cold law with its 
religion. There was a “scrap” in the 
camp several weeks ago, and Judge 
Shaw passed upon the merits of the 
contentions of the contesting elements 
yesterday. 

The difficulty arose in this way: 
Some time during the early part of this 
year a question arose among the lead- 
ers of the band, in which the degree of 
godliness of certain members was dis- 
cussed. After due deliberation it was 
determined that all those who did not 
conform to the standard established by 
the “management” should be expelled 
from the organization and denied the 
gracious privilege of further commun- 
ion with the Supreme Being, agbording 
to the plans and specificatiorfs of the 
organization. One by one, members of 
the band were dropped from the mem- 
bership roll. Whenever a’ brother or 
sister was found whose supplications 
lacked length or fervor, a special meet- 
ing was called, and the next day the 
membership roll contained a name or 
two less than on the preceeding day. 
This process was continued, it appears, 


ceeded the number of members in 
“good standing.”’ 

Early in the summer the ostracised 
element got together and decided to 
resolve itself into the only genuine 
Holiness Band. Objections to the use 
of the name were made by the remain- 
ing members of the original organiza- 
tion in the nature of injunction pro- 
ceedings, a temporary restraining or- 
der was granted, and soon after dis- 
solved upon motion of W. D. Gould, 
Esq., who had been engaged by tne 
opposition. Subseouently a decision 
was rendered in the suit in which the 
injunction was granted, and Gould’s 
retainers lost their case. Suit was 
then brought against the successful 
litigants for $250 alleged to have been 
paid Gould as attorney’s fees upon the 
ground that the debt had been con- 
tracted in the name of the organiza- 
tion. Judge Shaw decided adversely 
upon this point yesterday.

The Squthern Pacific Com- 
pany was thus unable to furnish a ti- 
tle to the land, and the purchasers de- 
manded a return of the money prev- 
iously advanced. The railroad company 
refused to comply and the matter was 
taken into the courts. In every instance 
thus far the railroad company has lost. 


LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLDERS, 


Judge York Decides a Case of Much 
Interest. 


A decision touching upon the indi- 
vidual responsibility and liability of 
stockholders in corporations was ren- 
dered by Judge York yesterday in the 
case of T. E. Mackinley, receiver of 
the Black Hills National Bank of 
Rapid City, S. D., vs. Mary A. Byram, 
who now resides in this city. Mrs. 
Byram has been the owner of six 
shares of the bank’s capital stock for 
two years. After she came into pos- 
session of the stock the bank failed 
and went into liquidation, thus becom- 
ing subject to the control of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency of the United 
States. Mackinlay was appointed re- 
ceiver. He found that in order to pay 
the debis of the bank it would be 
necessary to make an assessment and 
‘requisition upon the shareholders for 
$70 upon every share of stock held by 
them. Suit was brought against Mrs. 
Byram for $420 to cover the amount 
of the assessment and: interest. 

A demurrer to the complaint was 
filed, in which it was alleged that the 
statement of facts was insufficient to 
constitute a cause of action in that it 
did not appear that the Comptroller 
had authorized the receiver to bring 
suit against Mrs. Byram. The statute 
under which the suit was brought pro- 
vides for the enforcement of individual 
liability of the stockholders of national 
banks when found necessary, the ad- 
visability or necessity of such proceed- 
ings being instituted resting entirely 
with the Comptroller... The Federal Su- 
preme Court. decided that it was posi- 
tively necessary for the receiver of a 
defunct national bank to obtain spe- 
cific instructions from the Comptroller 
before proceeding against the stock- 
holders. The court has held that 
stockholders are not ordinary debtors 
of the bank, but are rather in the list 
of creditors. Their stock being re- 
garded as a liability, they are entitled 
to the surplus that. remains, if any 
should remain, after the payment of 
the debts. They are only conditionally 
liable for those debts after all the ordi- 
nary resources of the bank have been 
exhausted, and ought not to be prose- 
cuted without due regard to -the cir- 
cumstances of the case. The determi- 
nation on the part of those charged 
with winding up the affairs of a bank 
to resort to this ultimate remedy, the 
court holds, requires the exercise of 
due consideration, and a receiver ought 
not to take it upon himself to decide 
so important a question without refer- 
ring to the ComptroNer, under whose 
direction he acts. Although it is his 
duty to collect the assets of the insti- 
tution, he does not distribute them and 
cannot ordinarily know, without refer- 
ence to the Comptroller, whether a 
prosecution of the stockholders will be 
necessary or not. 

While the receiver is under the direc- 
tion of the Comptroller, he is not res 
quired to seek special instructions upon 
every act. The Supreme Court has 
ruled in several instances that ‘“‘with 
regard to ordinary assets and debts no 
special direction Is needed. No un- 
usual exercise of judgment is required. 
They are to be collected, of course. 
That is what the receiver is appointed 
to do.”’ 

Judge York concludes his opinion by 
sustaining Mrs. Byram’s demurrer, ex- 
plaining his action in the following 
statement: 

“While it is clear that the receiver 
\is not the party to judge of the neces- 
sity of enforcing the 
bility of the stockholders, and that the 
Comptroller is the party to make. such 
decision, it is doubtful whether Con- 
gress intended that the enforcement of 
such individual Liability should be un- 
der the direction of the Comptroljer.

PLENTY OF. MONEY. One of the 
earliest signs of approaching good ties 
.is an easing up of the money market. 
This is now noticeable in California. 
From San Francisco it is reported that 
interest is lower and money much more: 
plentiful than it Was two years ago. At 
that time it was almost impossible to 


borrow money on country real estate, | 


but there is comparatively little diffi- 


culty now. In a recent issue of the Call, | 


Wendell Easton of San Francisco had 
the following to say: 
“You will not find it difficult to bor- 


row money at a reascenable rate of in- 
terest on ccuntry real estate today, 
Whereas it was almost impossible last 
year to induce a lender to look at such 


an application at any rate of interest. 


cent., and the owner cof the mortgage 
Will pay the taxes. This is equal ty 4 
per cent. net, but the rate last year 


was 7 per cent. Meney is now plentiful, 
and 1 predict that by the first of Jan- 
Uary you will see the bank statements 
showing twice as much money on hand 
as at the same time last year. All of 
the country benks are now in good 
eondition, and they are getting money 
in all the time. This is shown by the 
fact that they are carrying fair credits 
in the city banks, instead of using their 
credits as they did last vear. The prob- 
lem that capital will soon have to face 
is what to do with itself. Next to the 
man who is in debt and cannot pay the 
most miserable person is the man who 
has money he cannot invest. : 

“A good story is told of Nicholas 
Lunning. He was coming down street 
one time much exercised. Some one 
asked him what was the matter, and 
he said: ‘I have $2.000,000 to invest and 
I do not know what to do with it. I 
cannot find a nlace to invest it.’ This 
Hlustrates the condition that a number 
of capitalists will be in before long. 

“It is generally understood that a re- 
serve of 25 per cent. in the banks is 
a good safe business, but you will 
find now that the reserve is fully 50 
per cent., and it will not be long until 
bankers are looking for good safe loans 
and paying a commission for them. At 
present farmers are paying interest, 
and in many cases reducing the prin- 
cipal. This is readily solved by the 
fact that they got nearly twice as 
much for their grain as they got last 
year. 

“It must not be forgotten that the 
city banks are now making country

OLIVE PRICES. The Times recently 
Stated that as much as $110 a ton is 
being offered in some sections of South- 
ern California for first-class pickling 
olives. This statement has brought 
out a number of inquiries from grow- 
ers, as to where they can obtain sucha 
price; also some criticism from dealers, 
who think the price is too high. One 
man writes from North Ontario that 
he obtained from Los Angeles buyers 
prices of $35.to $50 per ton for pickling 
olives; from Pomona buyers $35 per 
ton for oil olives, and a little better for 
pickling olives, while Colton buyers 
offered him $80 per ton. He wants to 
know who pays $110 per ton. : 

This correspondent’s own letter shows 
that there is a very wide range in the 
prices offered by buyers. The latter. 
of course, are anxious to obtain the 
fruit at as low a price as possible, but | 
it is a fact that as High as $110 has 
been recently paid for first-class olives, 
While several growers have sold at 
about $100 per ton. Among others may 
be mentioned Leslie F. Gay of the 
Piru ranch, in Ventura county, who 
obtained $100 per ton for his pickling | 
Olives and $40 for the oj) olives. D. 
Hughes of Tustin, who expects to re- 
ceive $4000 this year for the product of 
sixteen acres of six-year-old Mission 
olive trees, sold his fruit at 5 cents per. 
pound, or $100 per ton. ; 
- As The ‘Times has stated, the-olive 
crop is short this year, while the de- 
mand for pickling olives is rapidly 
growing. The Riverside Press recently 
mentioned that olive buyers. who had 


been offering $100 per ton for clives, had | 


advanced their prices to $110, and would 
probably be compelled to improve a 
little on that figure before they can 
purchase as much fruit as they require. 
The Times has no desire to unduly 
boom the olive market, but those 
growers who have a first-class crade of 
pickling olives will doubtless be able 
to obtain at least $100 a ton for them 
if they look around a, little. and are 
not in too much of a hurry to sell. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 


ADVERTISING NEW YORK. New 
York is going to follow the example of 


is mentioned in nearly every northern dis- 
patch this week, so that orders to fill stocks 
have been encouraging, and in some branches 
the multitude of demands for immediate de- 
livery show that the distribution to consumers 
has already gone much beyond the expecté- 
tion of dealers. But this fis not yet the 
general rule, and with many complaints of 
delayed trade from other quarters, there still 
remains the extensive shrinkaffe caused by 


fever and quarantine at the South. It is, 
therefore, the more surprising that’ the 
volume of all payments through clearing- 


houses continue about as large as in 1592, 
and .i6.7 per cent. larger than last year. Rail- 
road earnings also nearly equal those of 1892 
for the fitst week of November, and half the 
mileage in the United States shows earnings 
in October of $50,354,496, or over § per cent. lar- 
ger than last year, and 2.2 per cent. larger than 
892. Speculative markets feel disappoint- 
ment because prices do not rise farther and 
faster, but it is fortunate for producers and 
dealers that the experience of some past years 
in that respect has not been repeated. There 
is nothing to cause general reaction, the pur- 
chasing power of the people is gradually in- 
creasing, and after the lull which follows ex- 
tensive replenishment of stocks, trade 
should give ample evidence of that increase. 
The output of iron furnaces November 1 was 
212,159 tons weekly, against 200,129 October 1, 
a gain of 6.1 per cent., and unsold stock de- 
creased 48, tons in October, indicating a 
larger consumption in manufactures than ever 
before, even when the output of pig was 
pushed by swiftly-advancing prices to the 
highest point, 217,682 tons November 1, 1895. 
Prices of iron products rose that year 55.3 

rcent.. but are now not per cent. 
igher than June 9. Thé@ enormous output, 
with some more furnaces started in Novem- 
ber, caused but a slight decline in Bessemer 
pig to $10.20 at Pittsburgh, with no decline 
in the other pig there, at the East or Chicago 
and no fall in prices of finished products 
except a shade in angles. While most works 
have orders for the rest of the year, and in 
sheets and some other branches are far be-. 
hind in deliveries, new orders are few but 
include one for 2000 cars at Chicago 
and one for 400 at Pittsburgh; one for an ar- 
mored ship at Chester; many for small 
buildings and for St. Vincent's Hospital and 
three school houses here; many for bridges, 
with some of the drainage canal at Chicago; 
a lively demand for hoops and a large export 
business with a quantity of bars for Asia. 
Woolen mills generally have ordérs for three 
months ahead, and are not making further 
engagements. Large sales of speculative lots 
of wool at prices not stated suggest that it 
may be lower before the ‘mills need further 
orders. <A year ago the price began to mount 
with heavy speculation, and has risen 59 
per cent. without reaction in quotations, 
while the rise in goods averages but 14 per 
cent. The decline in cotton, and the slow 
demand for goods, owing in part to warm 
weather, have led cotton mills to confer about 
curtailment of production and further reduc- 
tions have Leen made in brown sheetings and 
drills and prints, and by jobbers in bleached 
goods. Cotton declined an e'ghth to 65.87 
cents for middling uplands, and both exports 
and takings of spinners have been large. 
Wheat dropped over 2 cents, but has since 
risen as much on heavy buying for export. 
Western receipts continue heavy, in two 
weeks, 14,028,907 bushels against 10,581,192 
last vear, while Atlantic exports, flour in-

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that one of the most significant 
features of the business situation is found in 
the continued heavy weekly totals of bank 
clearings, that for six business days, ending 
November 11, amounting to $1,347,000,000, an 
incease of 10 per cent. over the preceding 
week and 13 per cent. compared with the 
sccond week of November, 1896, when business 
began to revive sharply in speculative lines. 
Railroad gross earnings show smaller gains, 
as comparisons begin to be made, with more 
nearly normal conditions one year ago. Total 
October earnings of 127 companies operating 
100 00) miles of road aggregate $55,464,339, a 
gain of $5,000,000 over September and 9 per 
cent. over October a year ago. This gain 
compares with gains of 14 per cent. in Sep- 
tember and 12.5 per cent. in August over 
corresponding periods in 1896. The Pacific, 
Southewestern and Central Western roads 
make the best showing. Other favorable 
features are the continued nmrmness of and 
activity in wool, iron and steel.

SANTA MONICA. 


Legality of Official Acts Questioned. 
A Peculiar Extortion Case. 

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 12.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The question whether certain 
officers of the municipality are not legally 
barred from serving in the position they now 
occupy is again attracting attention. 

Section 886 of the Municipal Corporations 
Act, which act contains what may be called a 
city charter for the government of cities of 
the sixth class, like Santa Monica, says: 

“No officer of such city or town shall be 
interested, directly or indirectly, in any con- 
tract with such city or town, or with any of 
the officers there in their official capacity, or 
in doing any work or furnishing any sup- 
plies for the use of such city or town or its 
officers in their official capacity; and any 
claim for compensation for work done, or 
supplies or material furnished, in which any 
such officer is interested, shall be void, and 
if audited and allowed shail not be paid by 
the treasurer. Any willful violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be a ground 
for removal from office, and shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and punished as such.” 

City Trustee R. C. Gillis, according to his 
own sworn statement, filed in- the office of 
the County Assessor, was, on the first Mon- 
day in March last, the owner of the Santa 
Monica Outlook. That paper did tot at that 
time have a contract with the city for offic.al 
advertising, but it has for years regulaily 
published such advertising matter, and re- 
ceived compensation from the city ther: for. 
Mr. Gillis has been a City Trustee sine 
April, 1896, and it is contended that, by being 
the owner of the paprr doing the city ad- 
vertising, he violated the law and laid him- 
self liable to action for his removal from 


office. 

Robert F. Jones is president of the Board 
of City Trustees, and, unless there has been 
a recent change, is superintendent of ihe 
Santa Monica Water Company. Water from 
this company’s mains has more or less reg- 
ularly been used for street sprinkling, and a 
street-sprinkling cart was seen stopping to 
roe water from one of the company’s mains 

ay. 

Mr. Jones is also the president of the Bank 
of Santa Monica, which banking concern is 
the owner of the block a part of which is 
used as the City Hall, being rented to the city 
for that purpose. 

The contention in the case of Mr. Jones is 
that he cannot lawfully act as City Trustee 
and at the same time be interested in the 
company furnishing the city with water. It 
is also argued that Mr. Jones cannot legally 

a City Trustee and at the same be a stock- 
holder and president in the banking estab- 
lishment, the property of which concern is 
leased to the city. . 

PECULIAR EXTORTION. 

A peculiar case of alleged extortion has 
been brought béfore Justice Guidinger. José 
Lopez, who lives near Ballona, is the defend- 
ant. It appears that young Willie Howard, 
a son of Samuel Howard, who lives in South 
Santa Monica, earns a living for himself 
and for most of his father’s large family by 
working with a team. His people are in 
straitened Last week Fri- 
day the young bread-winner was driving near 
Lopez’s place when a Mexican whom he did 
not know accosted him and asked him to 
haul a load of pumpkins. The Mexican indi- 
cated where the pumpkins were im a fied 
and offered the young man 50 cents if he 
would gather a load of them and haul them 
where he wanted it delivered. Young How- 
ard accepted the offer, and proceeded to 
gather the pumpkins. The load was hauled 
to a peint near the southerly city limits, 
where one of the young man’s companions 
invited him to go clamming. The Mexican 
accomodatingly said he would take the load 
where he wanted it, and when young Howard 
returned from his hunt for mollusks he 
found the team and empty wagon, but neither 
the Mexican nor the pumpkins. Two days 
later José Lopez, the defendant, called at 
the Howard home and said the pumpkins had 
been stolen from his place. He threatened 
to have the young man arrested, and the 
boy’s father offered in settlement $5—which 
was all the money he had in the house. Lopez 
would not accept the proposition, and in- 
sisted that he would not drop the case for 
less than $20. Mrs. Howard was ill, and it 
was feared that any excitement might be a 
serious matter for her, so, in order to get 
rid of the Mexican, the only cow the poor 
family had was tendered in settlement. The 
man accepted the animal, and drove it away. 
On account of the flagrant nature of the 
case the neighbors guaranteed the court costs, 
and Tanner & Taft furnished legal services 
free. By means of a search warrant the cow 
was soon returned to its owners. Lopez has 
admitted most of the facts charged against 
him. His preliminary examination will be 
held next Friday. 

YOUNG WOMAN’S TROUBLD. 


Bonificio Marquez, a member of a Spanish 
family of*some prominence, is the defendant 
in a case now pending before Justice Wells 
in which he is charged with seduction under 
promise of marriage. Grace Bojorquez, a 
pretty young woman of 18, who lives in 
South Santa Monica, is the complaining wit- 
ness. The complaint was sworn to about 
two months ago, and a warrant was issued, 
but the defendant was out of the State and 
did not return until recently. The young 
woma’ has expressed a wish to have the 
case usmissed, but the magistrate has de- 
clined to do so except upon payment of the 
costs. It is thought the defendant’s family 
will settle the affair.
